"The thugs later visited the home of

Tho foundation of the chair forma 


the principal educational proposal of 
the Hrltl.sh program for the tercen- 
tenary celebration of the Mayflower 
unil tho Pilgrim Fathers (] 020-1920). 
Tho proposal was as follows: 


A sum of £20,000 Is required for 


tho foundation arid endowment oC a 
cluilr of lectureship In American his- 
tory, literature and Institutions. 


If,thin sum bo given by a single 


donor, the mum; of the dpnor will bo associated with the cfwlr. 


It Is not proposed that tho cluilr shall he exclusively attached to one 


university, but that It Khali bo used for the general purpose of stimulating 
Interest and study of America In all tho lirltlsh universities. 


Neither will tho chair be hold pormi'nontly by ono scholar of a single 


'nationality. Tho scheme provides that It shall bo held, for a period of one 
to two years, alternately by mi American and a British scholar or public man 
—thuw drawing upon tho host Inlnlloclnul roHourcus of Hie two countries, and 
securing u variety oC treatment of Iho subjects dealt with. 


This novel kind of foundation has been selected by u special committee of 


the Anglo-American society, wider the chairmanship of. Lord Qlcnconcr. 


Tho committee Is of opinion ti'.at this foundation would greatly assist 


to create In Grant I'.rltaln a wider, knowledge of America today, and of tho 
history, literature BIK!

the principal educational proposal of 
the British program for the tercen- 
tenary celebration of the Mayflower 
and the Pilgrim Fathers v'1620-1920). 
The. proposal was as follows: 


A sum of £20,000 Is required for 


the foundation and endowment o£ a 
chair oC lectureship in American his- 
tory, literature and Institutions. 


If,this sum be given by a single 


•dor.or, the name of the donor will be associated with the chair. 


It Is noc proposed that the cluslr shall be exclusively attached to one 


nnlvL-rslty. but that It -shall be used for the general purpose of stimulating 
interest mid study of America In all the British universities. 


Neither will the; chair be held permanently by one scholar of a single 


nationality. The .scheme provides that It shall he held, for a period of one 
to two years, alternately by nn American and a British scholar or public man 
—thus drawing upon tlio best intellectual resources oC the two countries, and 
securing a variety of treatment of the subjects dealt with. 


This novel kind of foundation hus been selected by a special committee of 


the Anglo-American society, under the chairmanship o£ Lord 'Glenconer. 


Tho committee Is of opinion that this foundation would greatly assist 


to en-ate In Great Britain a wider, knowledge of America coday, find of the 
history, literature and institutions of this great trans-Atlantic commonwealth 
oC Kngllsih-speaklng people.

load to great iliseovories. Tho announcement from the Smithsonian institu- 
tion suites that, Professor Goddard is at present perfecting the reloading 
nieclmnlsm of his rocket: under n grant from the institution, and it is hoped 
thut a demonstration of it; practicability and value can be made soon. 


"The apparatus," says the Smithsonian announcement, "designed and 


tested by Professor Goddard is a multiple-charge, high efficiency rocket of 
an entirely now design. Tho determining factor of the efficiency ot a rocket 
l-i tho velocity of ejection of the gases due to the explosion of the propelling 
material. Professor Goddard has raised the efficiency of the rocket from Z 
per cent to nearly 0-1 per cent. 


"The great scientific value of Professor Goddard's experiments lies In the 


Dosslbllloy of sending recording apparatus to moderate and extreme altitudes 
within the earth's atmosphere.

Washington. — Whatever 
the 
rela- 


tions between the United States and 
the world as a whole may be In the 
future, it can be said with certainty 
that this country's relations with the 
nations of the western hemisphere 
were never before as cordial as they 
are at this • time. 
If anything were 


needed to demonstrate the good rela- 
tionship existing between the govern- 
ments of the Americas, the meeting of 
the 
second 
Pan-American 
financial 


conference, which has Just concluded 
a week's session here, supplied thut 
need. 
Every government, from 
the 


Canadian border on the north to Caj>«' 
Horn ;on the south, was represented 
at tills conference. 
A spirit of one- 


ness so far as the United States. Cen- 
tral and South America are concerned 
dominated the meeting. The only fly 
in the ointment was Mexico, and even 
with respect to that unruly neighbor 
there was the general feeling that In 
time she will behave herself. 
There 


Is now a sort of unwritten understand- 
ing that the United States and the 
South and Central American govern- 
ments will work together for the good 
of each other and for the good of the 
whole world. 


For a good ninny years Hie United 


States and the American governments 
to the south of her. with the exception 
of Mexico, have been inclining toward 
n harmonious family, but It was not 
•until March, 1015. that the first nclunl 
step 
toward 
complete 
unily 
of 


thought and purpose was taken. On 
March 12. 3015. President Wilson in- 
vited nil the American government.* to 
send delegates 'to n conference with 
the secretary of the treasury hero 
with a view to establishes 'Vlo--or 
nnd more satisfactory financial rela- 
tions between the American republics/1 


Started Five Years Ago. 


It thus caino about t h a t (here as- 


sembled in Wnshinginn on 
MOM,lay. 


May 2-1. Ifliri. under the chairmanship 
of the secretary of '.he treasury, the 
first 
Pan-American 
financial 
confer- 


ence. 
The subjects submitted i_o the 


conference emoraced 
public 
finance, 


the monetary situation.' the existing 
banking situation, the tinancint: of pub- 
lic improvements and all private en- 
terprises, the extension of Intor-Anior- 
icnn markets.- tlu- merchant marine 
nnd Improved facilities of transporta- 
tion. It was a program that went be- 
yond .the emergencies growing out of 
the war. which nt that time w;n lie- 
pinning to draw the world inlo its vor- 
tex. 
The conference did not confine 


Itself to the adoption of temporary 
devices; it sought to meet a perma- 
nent nei'd by establishing an organiza- 
tion which should devote it:;eli' to the 
carrying out of a task whose impor- 
tance was not to be measured by tem- 
porary conditions, whether of war or 
peace. 
The thought behind that first finan- 


cial conference of the Americas was 
that If the countries of the western 
hemisphere could be bnnnd together 


j financially they would he 
bound to- 


gether every other wny. That thought. 
It seems, fell on fertile soil for all the 
countries of (he western hemisphere, 
with the exception of Mexico, have 
since the adjournment of that 
lirst 


financial conference worked together 
for the solution of numerous problems. 


Subjects That Are Handled.

mission was created at that lir.st Pan- 
American financial conference, and it 
Is through this organization that the 
governments of

cluded in its deliberations the question 
of international agreements touching 
the Amerlens, on uniform lubor legis- 
lation, the uniformity of regulations 
covering classification and analysis of 
petroleum and other mineral fuels, 
with reference 
to national develop- 


ment policies, the necessity of better 
transportation 
facilities between tho 


American republics; better banking fa- 
cilities; the extension of credit; the 
financing of public nnd private enter- 
prises, and tho stabilization of Inter- 
national exchange; telegraph facilities 
and rates, and the use of wireless 
telegraphy for commercial purposes. 
Work on nil these subjects has been 
steadily, and energetically pressed, ns 
was shown nt the second Pun-Ameri- 
can conference, which has Just clos«?d 
Us sessions here.

PIONEER HAS DIED

Bat Sharkey, one erf the first set- 


tlers In the, town of Rudolph, died 
Sunday at his home in this city after 
a lingering lllne&s, 
He httfe been 


confined to his bed for the last four 
weeks, 'gradually losing strength un- 
;ll the end came Sunday. Had Mr. 
Sharkey lived until the fourteenth 
day of March he would havo been 
seventy years of age. 
Mr. Sharkey 


was very well and favorably known 
:hruout this community .having boon 
(or many years actively Interested In 
:ho farming community to tho north 
of this city, and has reared a1 family 
which has gone forth to the north 
and northwest living up to tho early 
traditions of progresslveness estab- 
lished by their father. 


Bat Sharkey was born near Mon- 


treal, Quebec, March 4th, 1850. Ho 
Ived there but a short time when ho 
came witM his parents to Rudolph, 
being about throe years of age. They 
cleared a place In the forest north of 
this iclty and settled there, at that 
time there being practically no Cann- 
ing in the neighborhood and very lit- 
tle In the way of other activities.

Thus he succeeded 


both In maintaining neutrality and averting war, 
In spite of discord In his cabinet and division of 
sentiment In the nation, And It was with n full 
heart that he wrote that part of Ills Farewell Atl- 
dress to the. American people, Septoraber 17, 1796, 
as his rotlremenl from Ihu presidency approached, 
I'liat his heart was full Is shown by Iheso words 
from the luUU-esa: 


"In offering to you,-my, countrymen, these coun- 


sels of nn old and affectionate friend, I dnro not 
hope they will make (he strong and Casting Im- 
pression (lint I could wish—that they \vlll control 
the usual current of the passions or prevent our 
nation from running Ihe course which has hitherto 
marked the destiny of nations: But 1C I hiay even 
/hitter myself that they may. bo productive of 
Homo partial benefit, some occasional good—that . 
they may now and then recur to moderate the 
fury of party spirit, to warn against the mischiefs 
oE foreign intrigue, to guard ng'ninsl- 
the 
Im- 


postures of pretended patriotism—this hope will 
lie n full recompense for tho solicitude for your 
welfare by which they have been dictated." 


The part of the Farewell Address most used, of 


course, was those paragraphs toward Its close, 
which bear on foreign relations of tho United. 
Suites. 
These paragraphs were rend Into the 


Congressional Itocurd as follows on several oc- 
casions : 
. 


"Against the Insidious wiles of foreign Influence 


(I conjure you to believe me, fellow citizens) the 
Jealousy of a free people ought to he constantly 
awake, • since .history and experience prove that 
foreign Inlluence 'Is. ono of .Iho most baucCul foes 
of republican government. . . .

"The great rule of conduct for us In regard 


to foreign nations Is In extending our commercial 
relations.to have with them as little political con-, 
nectlon as possible. So far as we have already 
formed engagements let them be 
fulfilled ' w'ith 


perfect good fallh, Here lot us stop. 


"Kurope 1ms a sot' of primary Interests which 


to us have none or a very remote relation. Hence 
she must be engaged In frequent controversies, 
Ihii causes of which aro essentially foreign to our 
concerns, Hence, therefore, It must be unwise ia 
us to Implicate, ourselves by avtlljclal ties In tho 
ordinary vicissitudes of her politics or the ordi- 
nary combinations and collisions of her frleufl- 
nhips or enmities. 


"Our detached and distant situation Invites and 


enables us to pursue a different course. 
If wo 


remain one people, under an efficient government, 
tho period Is not fur off when we may defy mu- 
torlui Injury from external 'annoyance; "when wo 
may lake such an attltudo as will cause the neu- 
trality wo may at any lime resolve upon lo be 
scrupulously respected; when belligerent nation's, 
under the Impossibility of .making acquisitions 
upon us, will not lightly hazard the giving us 
pnovocnllon; when we mny choose peace or war, 
as our Interest, guided by justice, shall counsel. 


"Why 
forego tho advantages of so peculiar a 


situation? Why quit our own to stand upon for- 
eign ground? Why, by Interweaving our destiny 
with that of any part of Europe, entangle our 
peace nnd prosperity In the tolls of European am- 
bition, rlvalshlp, Interest, humor or caprice ij 


"It is our true policy to steer clear of nermn- 


'nenl alliances with any portion of the foreign 
world. . . . 


"Taking care always to keep ourselves by suit- 


able establishments on n. respectable defensive 
posture, we may snfoly 'trust to temporary ' al- 
liances for extraordinary emergencies. 


"Harmony, liberal Intercourse with all nations 


are recommended by policy, humanity and inter, 
est, But even our commercial policy should hold 
an equal and Impartial hand, neither seeking nor 
granting exclusive favors or preferences; . . '. 
constantly keeping In view that It Is folly In one 
nallon lo look for disinterested favors from an- 
other; that It must pay with a portion of Its ln-( 
dependence' for whiitever.lt mny accept under that' 
character; that by such acceptance It may place , 
Itself In the condition of having given equivalents 
for nominal favors, and yet of being reproached 
with Ingratitude for not giving more. There can 
he no greater error than to expect or calculate 
upon real favors from nation to nation. It Is an 
Illusion which experience must cure, which a Just 
prldo ought to discard," 


'Iho Monroe Doctrine dates from a declaration 


December 2, 1828, by President James Monroe 
tn his seventh annual message to congress. The 
Holy Alliance, 'formed In 1815 by Russia, Austria 
•and Prussia, was threatening to help Spain re- 
cover 'control of South America. 
Russia and the 


United States were In controversy over the Pa- 
cltl'c coast boundaries. The nub of the Monroe 
Doclrlno Is In those two, paragraphs: 
\ 


"In the discussions to which this Interest (the 


Itusslan controversy) has given rise, and In tho 
arrangements by which they may terminate, the

(his nubile discussion of Iho treaty should, how- 
ever, surprlfo no ono, Exninlmitlon of American 
shilo papers shows that Washington's policy has 
figured largely In many periods of our history and 
often in connection with the Monroe Doctrine. 


President drover Cleveland said: 
"It Is the policy of peace suitable to our In- 


terests, 
Jl; Is the only policy of Monroe and of 


Washington and Jefferson: "Peace, commerce, and 
honest friendship with all nations; entangling al- 
liances with none." 


President Wilson was 
In full 
accord with 


Grove'r Cleveland—thnt Iliero was no change of 
conditions Justifying' our abandonment of the 
policy of "non-Intervention" when, In his spoeeh 
In Washington, on May' 1(1, lOM, he said at tho 
dedication of tho monument of Commodore John 
Barry: 


"There are just as vital things stirring now that 


concern (he existence of the nation as were stir- 
ring then—to wit, In Washington's time—nnd 
every man who worthily stands In this presence 
should oxiunlne himself and sec whether ho ban 
tho full conception of what It means, America 
should llvi 
her own life. 
Washington saw It 


when he wrote his TJVrewell Address." 


In this nation-wide debate George Washington 


has received many nn eloquent appreciation. Ono 
of tho llnest was contained In an address by Sen- 
ator Borah, of Idaho on the treaty In thu senate 
In November of 1919, Hu said, among

confederacy. Ho presided over1 nnd counseled with 
great wisdom the convention which framed the 
Constitution. He guided the government through 
Its first pe"llous years. Ho gave dignity and sta- 
bility and honor to that which was looked upon 
by the world as a passing experiment, and finally, 
ns his own peculiar and particular contribution to 
the happiness of his countrymen und to the causo 
of the Republic, he gave us his groat foreign pol- 
icy, under which we have lived and prospered and 
strengthened for nearly a century and u half"

bers have enlarged glands, spinal cur- 
vature, lung and ear defects or heart 


disease, we should be a little more en- 
thusiastic about the campaign the Red 
Cross Is waging io Improve tho health 
and- sanitation conditions In the vil- 
lages and In,the open country. 


"There are approximately 12,000,000 


children. In rural communities In the 
United States. Had' they had the op- 
portunity to choose,: they would have 
been born In the | cities, for their 
chances of living to ;be men and wom- 
en would have been greater. Wven New 
York, the largest city In the world, 
with Its great congested districts, has 


n lower death rate thiin rural New 
York. 


"Tne people of the country might be 


healthier and stronger, and therefore 
more capable of doing their part of the 
world's work, but they are not.

"peri]inrii>r.t al'liaiiecs with any portion of the for- 
eijrn wm-l-l." 
Those favoring the treaty argued 


that Washington's political wisdom was of his day 
only, and that his teachings are out of date; 
that'whilu Washington was good and noble he was 
unlearned in the science of government and un- 
craincd in the arts oC statecraft. 


Those W:iu adlien-d to the policy of the Farewell 


Address also upheld the Monroe Doctrine, holding 
;he hitter lo bo thu development and outgrowth of 
•/he former. 


The events leading up to the Farewell Address 


tiru brietly as follows: 
The constitutional con-' 


ventlon met In May In Philadelphia. 
After four 


••lonths of secret deliberations the Constitution 
was completed and offered to the individual states 
for adoption.

went into effect June 21, 1.7SS. 
George Washing- 


ton was. elected Uie first president of the United 
States and served t\vo terms. 17SO-179G. 
He de- 


lined a third term and established the precedent 
or but one re-eleotiori. 


If Washington accepted the presidency with re- 


nclanco it was with pronounced distaste that-he 
•ielded to what he thought was his duty and tool; 
he oflicf for a second term. And it proved to be 


stormy term. 
In 1703 Franco declared war on 


•:ii«lau<:l and Louis XVI was beheaded in France 
y*the revolutionists. 
"Citizen" Genet, represeilt- 


iig the French revolutionists, . arrived liere and 
stirred 
the 
Atr.eVicnn people to a 'frenzy 'of 


sympathy with France. 
Washington issued a neu- 


rality proclamation which aroused a storm. of 
>opular protest. 
Delict's activities resulted in his 


recall. 
In the meantime Great Britain was post- 


loning Hie surrender of British posts in the North- 
west, taking American sailors 
from American 


ships under the pretext that they were Britons 
aid so acting generally that a large part of the 
American people clamored for war against the 
British. 
Washington 
finally 
succeeded In 
ne- 


"Otlatins a treaty with Great Britain, which in 
part corrected these evils. 
Thus he succeeded 


both in maintaining neutrality and averting war. 
in spite of discord in his cabinet and division of 
sentiment to the nation. And it was with a full 
heart that he wrote that part of his FarevVell Ad- 
dress to the. American people, September 17, 1796, 
is his retirement from the presidency approached. 
rhat his heart was full is shown by these words 
from the address: 


"Iu offering to you, my. countrymen, these coun- 


sels of an old unfl affectionate friend, I dare not 
hone they will make the strong and lasting im- 
pression that I could wish—that they will control 
the usual current of the passions or prevent our 
uatlon from running the course which has hitherto 
marked the destiny of nations: But if I may even 
n-itter myself that they m a y . b e productive of 
some partial benefit, some occasional good—that . 
they may now and then recur to moderate the 
fury of party spirit, to warn against the mischiefs 
of foreign 'intrigue, to guard again-t 
the 
im- 


postures of pretended patriotism—this hope will 
be a full recompense for the solicitude for your 
welfare by which they have been dictated." 


The part of the Farewell Address most used, of 


course, was those paragraphs toward Its close

Jewelry of Ancient Egyptian Princess 


Admired by Visitors to New 


York Museum of Art. 


Sathathor-lunut has been dead for 


many yeurs-for over S.SOO years. She 
was a princess of Egypt and^ived to 
the twelfth dynasty, about 1900 B. C. 
Still, her Jewelry is in New York and

'and beads of gold, carnelian ar.d tur- 
quoise; copper razors with gold han- 
dles, gold ai inlets' with colored inlay 
and parts of the princess" Jewel box, 
made of ebony, with gold and carved 
ivory panels. 


The tomb, with others, had been 


rifled by early conquerors or maraud- 
ers who took away even the mummy 
and the funeral jewelry trappings, but 
overlooked^ niche containing the orna- 
ments used during life.
